om now the pleaſure of informing you, that 
our ſhip arrived ſafe at Spithead laſt night; 
that after having given the French a hearty drub- 
bing, Jam returned ſound wind and limb, and 
wiſh for nothing but the fight of my dear Suſan, 
which I hope will be in a few days, as I expect to 
be ordered to London, as a guard to the immenſe 
treaſure which we have taken from the enemy.
